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Sidney Brown, State DOE, and City Fail 
To See Eye to Eye on School Bus Sites 


by Gerald Gottesman 
and Elaine Skolnik 
Regardless of a deadline 
from an official of the Mary¬ 
land Department of the En¬ 
vironment (DOE), Beltway 
Plaza Developers said they 
will not submit a sediment 
control plan for t?ie eastern 
slope of Beltway Plaza and 
will, instead, continue efforts 
to ^ain ownership of the ad¬ 
joining county bus lot 
through a land swap with 
the Prince Georges County 
Board of Education. I^st 
spring Plaza developer Sid¬ 
ney Brown had proposed ex¬ 
changing the Greenbelt 
Road bus lot for the Monte's 
miniature golf course acre¬ 
age he bought on University 
Boulevard and Metzerott 
Road. 

In his November 29 letter, 
Vincent Berg, Director of Sedi¬ 
ment and Storm Water Admin¬ 
istration, DOE, told Brown that 
since Brownes efforts at getting 
•wnership of the bus lot had 
been exhausted, he had until 
December 19 to submit to the 
state agency his plans to **per- 
manently stabilize the slope” and 
to provide “an estimated time 
frame for design, local approval 
and implementation.” In addi¬ 
tion, Berg said, Brown must take 
^‘temporary stabilization mea¬ 
sures” for eroded areas of the 
slope until the permanent solu¬ 
tion is implemented. 

Berg's directive came after 
City Manager James K. Giese 
informed DOE of the Board of 
Education's decision to declare 
the “land swap dead.” 

Berg told the News Review on 
December 29 that, in response to 
his directive, Beltway Plaza con¬ 
struction manager Bruce Wolfe 
informed DOE in a December 13 
letter that a preliminary site plan 
for the new bus lot (University 
Blvd,/Metzerott Rd.) is being 
worked on, along with costs re¬ 
lating to the land swap. The 
letter also noted, Berg said, the 
completion of a proposed develop¬ 
ment concept plan for the Green- 
belt Road lot property and plans 
for regrading and correcting ero¬ 
sion problems on the embank¬ 
ment* including retaining walls. 

Brown presented plans for the 
bus lot development to the city 
staff on Decemiber 21. These 
showed retail space and integra¬ 
tion of the bus lot and Beltway 
Plaza through a multi-level park¬ 
ing garage. According to city 
Planning and Develonment Co- 
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ordinator Celia Wilson, Brown 
told staff that he is prepared 
to proceed with the land exchange 
and hopes to get the city’s sup¬ 
port. 

While Brown says negotiations 
are continuing. Associate Super¬ 
intendent for Supporting Services 
Frank Tracy of the school sys¬ 
tem says the matter is closed. 
Tracy told the News Review on 
December 29 that there had been 
no further negotiations with 
Brown, 

Berg said that he planned to 
coordinate a face-to-face meeting 
with all parties after the new 
year to clear up the confusion. 

The slope, created when the 
Beltway Plaza Shopping Center 
was under construction, has been 
regarded as a problem for many 
years. It was first cited in 1972 
because of erosion and sedimen¬ 
tation problems. Intensive and 
costly corrective work, including 
structural and vegetative stabili¬ 
zation of the entire eastern em¬ 
bankment, was eventually accom¬ 
plished by Brown. 

In response to a 1985 citation 
by the state, Brown proposed 
negotiating a latkd swap with the 
County Board of Education., in 
which he would get the neighbor¬ 
ing bus lot property in exchange 
for property elsewhere on which 
to park school buses. Brown be¬ 
lieves he cannot solve the ero¬ 
sion problems with the bus lot 
sitting on top of the slope. He 
contends that he can properly 
maintain the land only if he owns 
and then grades the adjoining 
property to Beltway Plaza. Brown 
has been granted various deadline 
extensions by the state for cor¬ 
rective procedures while he was 
trying to negotiate the trade. 

Staff Position 

In the summer of 1989 the 
school system's staff studied the 
feasibility of the possible land 
swap. The board and staff were 
interested in obtaining a larger, 
modern school bus lot which 
Brown promised to develop on 
the Monte's golf course tract 
as an “upgraded” bus mainte¬ 
nance and storage facility. How¬ 
ever, board chairman Sarah 
Johnson, in an October 25 letter 
said* . . the deal is dead and 
I see little chance of further ne¬ 
gotiations in this matter.” She 
explained that Brown “had with¬ 
drawn his offer”' after he was 
notified “as to the level of im¬ 
provements that would be part 
of any 'exchange,' given the 
marked difference in value of the 
two sites.” 

“It's not a dead Issue, politics 
just got in the way,” insisted 
Brown. 

“Grading a slope like that 
won't be maintainable,” he said, 
“unless we grade the slope right 
into the (bus lot maintenance) 
building,- It simply won’t hold: 
we have to grade property if 
we’re going to grade.” 

The Greenbelt city council and 
the city's Advisory Planning 
Board (APB) have opposed the 
land exchange. They said many 
of their concerns bad not been 


addressed. APB called for an er. 
gineering study of the embank 
ment; for a master plan for Belt- 
way Plaza which detailed future 
development; for no additional 
development other than parking 
on the bus lot property without 
the city's prior approval; and for 
the developers to enter into cove¬ 
nants with the city which detailed 
all agreements. APB also recom¬ 
mended that the impact of the 
transfer on Greenbelt Middle 
School be evaluated. 

Brown thinks he can still con¬ 
vince the Greenbelt city council 
that moving the county's bus lot 
would be the wise choice due to 
the imminent Metro opening 
“The subway is opening soon oH 
Cherrywood Road. . , . “What'p 
going to happen to Greenbelt 
Road's traffic? It will be ter¬ 
rible, but especilly for the buses. 
That's why that bus lot must 
move. It must go—it can never 
survive with this traffic. No 
one has zeroed in on that prob¬ 
lem.” 

“I want to put the buses way 
down University Boulevard, com¬ 
pletely shielded in the lot, and 
down over one mile from the 
traffic crunch,” said Brown. 

College Park officials and 
County Councilman James He’*!, 
who represents College Park, ar¬ 
gue against the bus swap. They 
say the intersection of Univer¬ 
sity Boulevard and Metzerott 
Road cannot handle the addi¬ 
tional traffic generated if the 
county bus lot is relocated on 
the miniature golf course. They 
also point out that it is poor 
land use planning since the prop¬ 
erty adjacent to the golf course 
is land that the University of 
Maryland is utilizing for a re¬ 
search park. The Veterinary Sci¬ 
ences Research Laboratory cur¬ 
rently borders the golf course* 
along with the 4-H Center. A 
veterinarian science complex is 
under construction. 

The Maryland-National Capital 
Park and Planning staff notes 
that the traffic Level of Service 
at the University Blvd./Metze- 
rott Rd. intersection is currently 
designated a “poor” Level E (low 
speeds, high traffic volume, tem¬ 
porary delays, backups between 
signals). Level D is the adopted 
standard in the county as the 
acceptable minimum level of con- 
gestion.

Ten Top Stories of 1989

In accordance with its annual (mstom, the Greenbelt 
News Review has selected the ten top stories of 1989. This 
year the folloiving have been chosen. 

Elementary School 

First half of 1989 features protracted arguments over whether 
county school system should renovate Center School or build new 
school elsewhere in core of city. School system officials remove from 
consideration 72-acre surplus school site off Northway after protest 
by citizens and council. In March school system officials report sur¬ 
vey results showing 53 percent o-f citizens favor construction of a 
new school on site of old North End Elementary School. Ck>mplaints 
arise however, about survey's distribution and methodology. 

Ciity officials hold off approving use of North End site for a new 
school until citizens approve bond issue to finance community center. 
Accompanying advisory question shows citizens narrowly favoring 
Center School over North End as site of facility. 

At year's end city and school officials are still working out de¬ 
tails of transfer of North End site to school system in exchange for 
Center School. School officials make some modifications in response 
to neighbors' concerns over tree loss at new school but additional 
tree loss may occur if Park and Planning officials require construc¬ 
tion of stormwater management pond. 

Community Center 

Planning for city community center is delayed while 
location of new elementary school is determined. Although school 
board survey shows majority of respondents favoring North End 
site, city grapples with question of whether it can afford Center 
School. Besides being larger than North End, Center School is 
historical site requiring special measures for renovation. Citizens are 
split over whether retention of Center School as a school better re¬ 
tains spirit of original town plan while others fear that if city ob¬ 
tains Center it will sit vacant like North End facility. In June, 
voters approve $3 million bond issue to finance communitiy center 
at Center School, although consultants' estimates place renovation 
cost at $3,1 million to $4.2 million plus inflation and design and 
management fees. In September, council approves legislation estab¬ 
lishing community center advisory commiittee. 

Pork Acquisition 

In June when city acquires 72 acres of remaining green belt in 
north end, county officals inform Greenbelters that $1.4 million in 
state funds are available for nurchasp <vf i^ which city has 

already moved to acquire through condemnation. 

Council also moves to condemn Steiner property as part of 
Schrom Hills Park. 

Parkland acquisition is one of most discussed issues in Novem¬ 
ber council election. 

Pork Development 

Greenbelt voters approve $1 million bond ordinance to fund de¬ 
velopment of Schrom Hills Park. Paik plans d 2 velcpcd in series 
of planning sessions and meetings during 1988 and 1989, are 
okayed by council. Two issues remain unresolved: whether Schrom 
wetlands will become a pond or remain untouched and whether ball 
fields will have lights. Park gets stag statue as first acquisition. 

Work begins on cleaning up and rejuvenating lake in “Buddy” 
Attick Lake Park, Lake level is lowered in September to prepare 
for dredging of silt and enlarging eastern settling pond. 

Council takes first steps to prepare master plan for lake park 
and master plan encompassing all city parks. 

Projects from 1985 Bonds 

In July council reviews ways to reduce costs of indoor pool. 
They learn that pool, previously estimated to cost $2.2 million to $2.7 
million dollars, is now expected to cost $3.7 million. Council identi¬ 
fies some savings but is leery of reducing quality of facility, fear¬ 
ing that a cheaper facility will increase maintenance costs and drive 
away potential customers. 

In November city finally takes possession of new police station, 
originally scheduled for occupation last April. Police hope to move 
in by January 11, 

Sunrise and Other Developments 

Council and (Coalition of Greenbelt East Communities try to 
stem tide of high-density residential development planned for 
apartment-zoned 9.9-acre Sunrise property at end of Hanover Park¬ 
way. Early in year Sunrise developers, giving up on commercial office 
development, negotiate contract with Trammel Crow for proposed 
470-unit mid-rise apartment development. When council, Greenbelt 
East Advisory Committee and County Councilman Richard Castaldi 
express displeasure, Trammel Crow pulls out leaving Sunrise devel¬ 
opers angry. GEAC and Castaldi suggest that commercial develop¬ 
ment causes fewer traffic and crime problems but would require re¬ 
zoning of tract and traffic study. At year end site plan for originally 
planned 467-unit high-rise Sunrise Apartments is approved by coun¬ 
ty planning board. Developers also apply for building permit to in¬ 
stall foundation footing to protect tract's R-10 anartment zoning 
rights. Approval is contingent upon County Board of Appeals grant¬ 
ing variance from lot coverage requirement for underground parking. 

Meanwhile, Maryland Trade Center III opens doors, a luxury 
townhouse develofomert is planned 

“southern gateway to Greenbelt” is to be graced with a 7-Eleven. 

Metro 

Extension of Metrorail system to city moves closer to reality 
with official groundbreaking for Greenbelt station in October. Con¬ 
struction is delayed, however, with construction permits not issued fin¬ 
ally until late November. At year's end WMATA awaits permits

Metro: No More Delay 

On Monday city council will consider whether to re¬ 
quest the Corps of Engineers to reopen hearings about the 
wetlands on the site of the Metro service and inspection 
yards. Although like many citizens we would like to have 
seen this facility built on industrial land, rather than on 
Beltsville Agricultural Research Center property, that 
decision was made long ago after extensive hearings. Any 
attempt at this point to reopen the issue will serve no pur¬ 
pose other than to delay construction. Any lengthy 
such as that needed to condemn additional property, would 
significantly increase construction costs. 

Regardless of our feelings about the worth of the 
planned site for the yards relative to other possible alter¬ 
natives. WMATA has reviewed many alternate sites in 
lengthy reviews and public hearings over many years, re- 
jectiner each as impractical, too costlv or even mcfe dam¬ 
aging to the environment than the planned site.

**What‘s Really at Issue" 

The following is a revised ver¬ 
sion of a letter that was intended 
for last week's issue, I have been 
told that the original letter 
wasn't received in time because 
the News Review box in the Co¬ 
op was picked up earlier than 
the stated deadline 

Four years after the fact, 
much ado is being made by the 
three authors of the “TRUTH 
TIME , . flyer and by the 
News Review about a distinction 
between opposition to the 
bonds and opposition to the Sun- 
jjse project Jtself—^ distinction 
Tirhich clearly was not made at 
the time of the November 4, 1986 
action. The 1985 News Review 
article on this meermg reported 
Mayor Weidenfeld as saying that 
it looked as though the (Sun¬ 
rise) project would go ahead with 
or without revenue bonds or city 
opposition." Council woman Bram 
is also reported as giving argu¬ 
ments against opposing either 
the bonds or the project, and 


stating that she "would take no 
position on the project." This 
discussion show;; that botn the 
bonds and the project were b^ing 
considered together- as two as¬ 
pects of the same issue. (And, 
as Councilman White pointed out 
last week, they really are.) The 
recognition that council simul¬ 
taneously withdrew opposition to 
both the bonds and the project 
accounts for all the official docu¬ 
ments in a completely consistent 
way. 

The minutes of the November 
4, 1985 meeting clearly state 

that council voted to take nu 
position on the project. Shortly 
after the November 4 meeting, 
the mayor wrote a letter to the 
county council stating the with¬ 
drawal of opposition to the use of 
nonds. This letter war addressing 
‘pecific revenue bond legislation, 
and contrary to the News Re¬ 
view's inference in its recent ar¬ 
ticle, in no way precluded that 
council also withdrew opposition 
to the project. In addition, the 
mayor wrote a letter on May 14, 
1986 to the county executive cit¬ 
ing the city's agreement “to not 
oppose the Sunrise Apartment 
development." 

On the other hand, if the 
“TRUTH TIME fiver's 

claim that council maintained op¬ 
position to the project weK cor 
rect, then the mayor’s 1986 letter 
to the county executive citing 
lack of opposition to the project 
would be contradictory to coun¬ 
cil's official position and could 
therefore be seen as bio^hiy im¬ 
proper. But this is undoubtedly 
not the case, 

Mr. Herling's second letter 
makes some incorrect assump¬ 


tions about my position- for ex¬ 
ample that I did not recognize 
the “quid pro quo.” On the con¬ 
trary, in my campaign flyer I 
specifically criticized council's 
withdrawing its opposition in re¬ 
turn for promises. In any case, 
it appears that Mr. Herling still 
agrees that council withdrew their 
opposition to the Sunrise project, 
and not just to the bonds. 

Let's not lose track of what's 
really at issue in this controversy. 
It's to decide whether to uphold 
a basic democratic principle: the 
integrity of the written record. 
Should members of our city 
council be allowed to misstate 
their position as documented in 
the official record ? To do so 
would render the official record 
meaningless. This would make it 
possible for public officials to 
rewrite history, seriously under¬ 
mining their accountabil’ty to the 
public. 

If the authors of the “TRUTH 
TIME flyer would simnly 

correct their misstatement, this 
unfortunate matter could be put 
behind us

Beltway Plaza 

Beltway Plaza Developers propose exchange of Greenbelt Road 
county school bus lot for property on University Boulevard at Metz- 
erott Road, as a way of correcting longstanding erosion problems on 
embankment. Council and APB oppose transfer because city concerns 
are not addressed. College Park officials oppose because University 
Boulevard intersection is already too congested.

ATVs-Risky Bnsbess 

DesiHte recently signed agree¬ 
ments to restrict the sale of all- 
terrain vehicles (ATVs) to chil¬ 
dren under 16, studies by the 
PubMc Interest Research Group 
(PIRG) show that dealerships 
are not conforming to the agree- 
mente. Over half the dealerships 
were willing to sell an adult-sized 
ATV to a ten-year old. 

ATVs are three and four- 
wheeled motorized vehicles in- 

locked and running.

Van¬ 
dalism incidents were reported 
in the 8100 block of Lakecresl 
Drive, the 9100 block of Edmon¬ 
ston Road and the 7400 blo^k of 
Frankfort Drive.

tended for off-road use. In 1988 
an average of 25 deaths and 6000 
emergency room injuries per 
month resulted from their use. 
40% of the deaths and injuries 
were to children under 16 and 
20% to children under 12. De¬ 
spite a determination by the U.S. 
Consumer Product Safety Com¬ 
mission that children under the 
age of 16 cannot safely operate 
adult-sized ATVs, 76% of the 
dealerships surveyed by PIRG 
said that it would not be difficult 
for a 10-year old to learn to 
ride. In addition, many of the 
dealerships failed to apprise buy¬ 
ers of available training courses 
for which financial incentives 
were offered. 

In an atten^^t to correct the 
situation, PIRG recommends ad¬ 
ditional legal restrictions the 
sale and use of ATVs, especially 
relative to youngsters.
